.mon observation will show frequency 
of divorce among people 
who

heen married twenty years or more." 


The commission believes that the 


entrance of women into tho industrial 
Hold plays an Important part in the 
Increase of divorces. H deplores the 
fact that "unfortunately the larger 
pnrt of humanity In America, as olsc-
